Crippen faced his accusers. from the 
witness box today. It was a dramatic 
moment when the diminutive figure of 
the American emerged from the com- 
parative isolation of -the commodious 
dock and took a .position where he. was 
stared at with Interest by the throng 
that fll led 'the new Bailey courtroom 


Crippen was pale, but his composure, 


that has remained since. he was flrsl 
charged with the murder- of his actress 
wife. Belle Elmore, did not desert1 him. 
He stepped quietly but quickly into the 
box and holding- the bible in his hand 
took'the oath quite calmly. Under the 
tactful guidance of his counsel Crippen 
gave'a sketch of Ms career. He had 
studied the theories but h;id not taken 
a practical course in surgery. He had 
performed a postmortem. 


" . ' Cxpiarna Purchase of Drugs. 
:The drugs which, he had purchased 


in England he explainad, were wholly 
for 
liisi own preparations. 
He ex- 


plained the purchase of hyoscin, the 
poison which the crown alleges was 
used to kili Belle Elmore, by saying 
that it was -required for use in the 
treatment of ne.rvous' cases, he de- 
scribed his formula in_ making up Hy- 
oscin tabloids. v.Of the hyoscin which 
he" purchased on January 19 the doctor 
said he had used1 about two-thirds.

It was 
caused, he said, by ah operation twelve 
years ago. He had never administered 
hyoscin to..his wife.

Ex-Governor and Ex-United States 


Senator from New York Dies 


.in Unexpected Manner. 


Albany, K. T., - Oct. JO.—David B 


Hill. ex-United States Senator and 
former governor of New York, died 
suddenly today at Wolfort'i Roost, his 
country home. 


About two weeks ago Mr. Hill wai 


seized with a bllllout attack while at 
his law offlc* In thi» city, and although 
his condition wa» not considered *«ri- 
oum at the time nil physician advised 
him to remain «t home until he recov- 
ered. 


A cold developed, ana a few days 


later alarming reports of hli condition 
were circulated. 


These reports, however, were dented 


by friends. In fact the patient appeal- 
ed to be improving until lait night, 
when h« suffered 
a 
linking spell, 


which resulted in hl» death.

David Bennett Hill was born August 


29. 1843. When 17 years old he en- 
terered the law office of Col. John I. 
Ijftwrence. of Havana, tt. Y.. and when 
21 was admitted to the bar. A little 
later he was chosen city attorney, of 
Elmira, later being elected alderman 
and still later mayor. 


He was elected to the **s«mbly In 


1X70 and again in 1871. During hf« flrgt 
term In the araembty he made his 
memorable fight to abolish contract 
convict labor and during hi* second 
term he WHS a member of the Judiciary

"I then tried landing with the drag 


rope after casting over another «ack 
of ballast and passing over the bay. I 
succeeded In touching land and again 
was forced to ascend by the near pres- 
ence ot'-water. Darkness made the-at- 
tempt more dangerous, though the 
moon shed some light on the earth be- 
ow us. .

'Finally "we decided" to descend and 


take our chances. I pulled the valves 
and we descended with terrific force 
from a height of 18,000 feet. 
The 


descent was something terrific, and it 
was lucky that we fell Into the water, 
otherwise we would have been dashed 
to death. We struck the water at 11, 
p. m., with but two and a half sacks 
of ballast. 
In pur descent we were 


caught by the wind and for a. moment 
were In danger of being dashed onto 
the uninhabited Gulf island. Then we 
struck the water. The Impact rendered 
both myself and Mr. Assmann momen- 
tarily unconscious. As soon as I could 
collect my wits, I grabbed the light 
drag roba and swam to the Island 
where we tied to a tree.

"iVho was carried from his sick bed Into 
the state senate chamber to cast the 
deciding vote for the anti-racing bills. 
He told the committee tho 'details of 
an alleged attempt In 1908 by former 
Senator Gardner to buy his vote on the 
measure. 
Gardner was called to the 


•land, but refused to testify. 


Many Prominent M«n Named. 


The Elder testimony, based on what 


had been referred to as a Gardner 
"confession," involved more names of 
men now living and names of men 
higher In social, business and political 
life, coupled with the distribution of 
bigger sums of money than anything 
y»t heard of In either tho Allds hear- 
ting or any ot the previous sessions of 


the present inquiry. 


The narrative created a sensation. 


Briefly. It told of the dinner, at Del- 
monico's and ot tho secret grievance 
of the late Senator Patrick McCarren, 
who worked for the passage of the bill 
atalnst his own wishes and his own 
associates. 


"In1 tha month of March," testified 


Mr. Elder, "I sent for Gardner through 
his lawyer, who wanted to know what 
for. I told him for a personal chat, and 
shortly afterward Gardner same to my 
private office. I told him I wanted 10 
know about the efforts made at Albany 
to .defeat the race track bills.
